“The most serious result of the storm was 
in Knoxville Presbyterian Church. Easter 
services were closing. The minister an- 
nounced the closing anthem and the congre- 
gation arose. At that moment the storm 
struck. The chimney fell with a crash, the 
roof was torn loose, swayed a moment, and 
the panic-stricken worshipers struggled and 
fought in their efforts to reach the doors. 
Many were trampled under foot. Aninstant 
later the roof came crashing down into the 
auditorium, burying scores of men, women, 
and children.

Wild Panic in Congregation. 

Dozens of men and women, on seeing the 
roof swaying above them, and watching 

the struggling crowds at the doors, dropped 
Some crawled under the 
pews, and thus escaped serious injury. The 
ceiling, roof, and parts 6f the walis came 
crashing down upon them. Slate, bricks, 
mortan, and beams fell upon thé unsheltered 
ones. / Many of the 400 worshipers were 
sheltered under the gallery, and a part of the 
roof fell in such a manner as to protect 
those caught under it. 

* Meantime the rain was Seeman in tor- 
rents, and the wind, blowing fifty miles 
an hour, threatened every minute to crush 
in the walls and kill those pinioned beneath 
the débris. The screams of the injured and 
the. hysterical wails of women caught under 
the fallen timbers added to the confusion. 
A thick dust covered the wreckage, and 
under the protecting galleries and the fallen 
roof men and women fought to escape. 

Rush Work of Rescue. 

There were six physicians in the congrega- 
tion, who hastily organized those who es- 
caped into relief parties and sent out calls for 
the police and fire departments. Help was 
rushed to the scene and the surrounding 
houses were turned into temporary hos- 
pitals.

SOLVE A MYSTERY 


REAR ADMIRAL’S NEPHEW READS 
THE POETS; SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Howaré Miller of Keokuk, Ia., Com- 
mits Sufcide in Lincoln Park, and 
the Only Apparent Motive Was His 
Desire to Learn the Secret of the 
Hereafter—Quotations from the Phi- 
losophers in His Pocketse—Tragedy 
of the Snow-Storm. 


Prompted by a supposed desire to solve for 
himself the mysteries of the hereafter, How- 
ard Miller, nephew of Rear Admiral Merrill 
Miller, U. 8. A., shot himself to death early 
yesterday morning in Lincoln Park. 

In the youth’s pockets were found a num- 
ber of clippings and,quotations dealing with 
the uncertainties of the after life. So far as 
known Miller had no motive for suicide other 
than a wish to investigate the beyond of 
which the poets and philosophers had writ- 
ten. 

Miller was 25 years old and was a student 
in the College of Physician? and Surgeons 
of Keokuk, Ia., in which town his father, 
H. R. Miller, is a leading citizen. 

The young,man left home on Thursday 
morning, giving no reason for his departure. 
His parents had no idea of his whereabouts 
till they were informed ,of his death in Chi- 
cago. 


Finding of the Body. 


Miller’s body was found by Assistant Park 
Superintendent John Hardy lying on the 
‘baseball grounds east of the Lincoln mon- 
ument and near North avenue. The Lar- 
and from 
cards and-papers found in Miller’s pockets 
his identity was established. 

In seeking for evidences of.a motive the 
police found two note books, both of which 
were filled with quotations dealing with the 
philosophy of life. The tenor of all the 
quotations was contempt for death and 
corn for all things earthly. The following. 
from the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam. « 
@ sample of the character of many of the 
quotations: 

Why if the soul can fling the dust aside, 
And naked on the air of heaven ride, 
Wer't not a shame, wer’t not a shame, 
In this clay carcass longer to abide? 

Another extract which, in Miller’s writing,. 
was accredited to Alger, follows: ° 
Fate is a hand. 

It lays two fingers on the eyes, two vais the ears, 

- One on the mouth, and silent cries, 

**Be ever still.” Then down in endless sleep 
man lies. 

_ A quotation from Browning was: 

All that is at all, last ever, past recall. 

What has entered into thee, that wes, is, and 

is shall be. 

Other quotations were from “ Contempt of 
Death,” Despair,”” and “‘ Destiny.” 


Tragedy of the Snow-Storm. 

The bullet that ended Miller’s life pene- 
trated the left side of the chest. It is 
thought that he killed himself in the early 
morning, as the body was covered with snow 
when found. 

In a case in the dead man’s , pocket were 
two cards signed by O. D. Walker of the 
Keokuk Medical College. Both of them ad- 

-mitted the bearer, Miller, to all- the 
lecttreg, ‘laboratories, ‘and the hospital of 
the Por the. college year ts” 
1900, and the other for the college year 1900 
to 1901. The standings received by Miller !n 
his studies are given on the back of the cards, 
and tndicate that he was an apt student. 
Nearly all of them are aheve 90, and sev- 
eral are 100. 

A*physician’s leather case containing bot- 
tles and tablets and a number of cartridges 
also were found in his pockets. The fact 
that only five cents in money was found led 
the police for a time to give some credence 
tothe theory that the man shot himself 
on account of financial distress. Telegrams 
from Keokuk state that such could not have 
been the case, however.

The fire started from some. unknown cause

The Auditorium was not badly burned, but 
the volumes of smoke indicated a volcano 
under the audience. This volcano was rag- 
ing while the audience was entering for the 
matijnée. The Auditorium was so badly 
damaged from water that it will not be used 
any more this season. 


Renew Panic in Street. 


The panic was renewed in the street after 
the audience escaped, and the police were 
forced to beat back the crowds. Many were 
hunting for missing friends, and it took some 
time to convince the half-crazed anxious 
ones that many were not still in the build- 
ing. <A great many of the women fled with- 
out their Easter hats and wraps, and the in- 
dividual losses will be consigerable. 

The damage is $60,000, of which $10,000 is 
on the building, owned by the S. N. Pike 
estate and leased by Powell Crosley. 

The Pike stock company was playing its 
closing wéek of the season here. Manager 
Hunt had transferred his scenery to- Detroit, 
so he lost only $10,000 in scenery that was 
stored in the lower part of the building: The 
members of the company saved all their cos- 
tumes and baggage.

Steamer Indian a Wreck. 


Wood's Holl, Mass., March 30.—[Special.]— 
The big stedmer Indian of the Philadeiphia 
and Boston Steamship company, Boston- 
bound; while groping its way in a dense fog 
Into Vineyard Sound in the night, stranded 
on the rocks at the southwest end of Cutty 
Hunk. The steamer was not going at Its 
usual rate of speed, but the tide was running 
strong and the heavy sea sent the big boat 
crashing on to the rocks, punching a big 
hole in it. 

Four-passengers on board the steamer, one 
of them a woman, were taken off the vessel 
today, but forty men of the crew remained 
On board, and their position is a precarious 
one. The vessel itself is a hopeless wreck. 

The names of the men rescued are: Charles 
Wilsan and W. G. French of Boston, and 
Joseph L. Cehal of Philadelphia. The name 
of thé woman is not known. After the ves- 
sel struck, the Cutty Hunk life saving crew 
was quickly on the scene with their big boat, 
and, although it was Eaton undertaking 
to launch the craft through the surf, they 
lost no time in getting away through the 
breakers, and were soon alongside the 
stranded steamer. 

When the Indian struck the sea, which was 
running in from the outside, forced it shore- 
ward nearly half its length and threw it on 
to the rocks with such violence that when it 
gettied intoO-the water the propeller came 
down on a big rock and was ground into bits. 
The rudder was broken at the same time, 
and thus the steamer was rendered helpless. 


Crew Still on Ship. ; 

The life savers stood by the steamer cur 
ing the forenoon with their big boat readTy 
to take off the crew if necessary, and the 
steamer’s boats, which, when the vessel 
struck, had@ been made ready to launch, could 
have been quickly put over the side in an 
emergency. At that time, however, the Cap- 
tain did not deem the position of those on 
board as perilous, and no one left the steam- 
er until later, when the sea had begun to 
rise. It was then too late to rescue more | 
than the four paseengers.

Runnels had started 
upon a promising training campaign, was in 
brilliant condition, and in every way indi- 
cated that he might fulfill the great expecta- 
tions entertained of him.

The accident to Runnels is the first that 
has oecurred to any of the prominent Amer- 
ican Derby candidates, if the sickness of 
Endurance by Right be excepted. The colt 
was an equal favorite with Abe Frank and 
McChesney in the advance betting on the 
race, and it is said he had already been 
wagered upon for large amounts in the win- 
ter books, 

His loss, if he faills to resume training in 
time for the big ‘races of the year, will be 
a severe one to John A. Drake, not alone 
financially but as a matter of sentiment, 
for there is no question that Mr. Drake set 
great store by Runnels’ chances to win the 
coveted blue ribbon event of the American 
turf. When the Chicago turfman decided 
to confine his racing this year to the Ameri- 
can tracks he at once set about to find one 
or two colts who would be likely to represent 
him creditably in the American Derby, and 
after an extended search Runnels was the 
one first selected.

The Town Collectors have done pretty well 
with their offices, collecting what money 
they could and holding onto it ds long as 
possible in order to draw the nore interest, 
and the Supervisors and Clerl's have in- 
vented various pretexts tof voting them- 
selves salaries and perquisites, but the prop-

| row will do away with these officials entirely.

INVESTMENT COMPANIES WILL 
NOT BE LICENSED IN ILLINOIS.

Attorney General Hamlin, in a Writ- 
ten Opinion Furnished to the Secre- 
tary of State, Declares Concerns Do- 
‘ing a Banking or Loaning Business 

Cannot Take Advantage of the For- 
eign Corporations Act — Many of 
Them Shown to Have No Assets. 


Springfield, Ill.. March 30.—[Special.]— 
Upon request of Secretary of State Rose, 
Attorney General Hamlin has furnished an 
opinion) on the subject of investment com- 
panies which seek to do business in the State 
under the foreign corporations act. The de- 
cision is to the effect that the business done 
by these concerns brings them under the 
head of banking or loaning companies, and 
that they cannot take advantage of the 
foreign corporations act to transact busi- 
ness in Illinois... | 

Previous to the time the investment com- 
panies and their business methods were 
brought into question several of these com- 
panies made application for leave to do 
business in Illinois. As they appeared to 
be regularly incorporated in the States 
where they originated,. and no complaints 
against them had been made, they were ad- 
mitted, and commenced to. sell their paper 
to investors. 

Severaj of them established agencies and 

ppointed subagents all over the State, and 
hey had commenced to do a thriving busi- 
ness when the attention of the Secretary of 
State was called to the fact that agents 
were making all gorts of extravagant prom- 
ises to secure investments. 


Some Have No Assets. 


Th secretary learned that at least some of 
them were fakes, that they had no assets, 
and that. there was little probability they | 


would ever pay anything to the men who 
put money into them.

Applications for the 
organization of manufacturing, mercantile, 
lumber, and railroad companies were adroit- 
ly worded to authorize an investment bur'i- 
ness, but so far as known none of the com- 
panies succeeded in getting a license. 


Then Try Subterfuge. i 
After it was made plain that the com- 


panies could not get a standing in the State: 


through any organization they might effect, 
it was decided again to try the foreign cor- 
porations act. A company was organized jin 
Springfield with a number of reputable men 
in it, and it applied to West Virginia for a 
charter. This company was organized upon 
much more conservative lines than those 
which had been doing business in this State, 
and the West Virginia people raised no ques- 
tion concerning it. 
It was incorporated as the Northern Mutu- 
al Investment company. On receiving the 
charter from West Virginia, the company 
made application to the Secretary of State 
for a license to do business under the foreign 
corporations act, and the application was 
promptly refused.. 
In order, however, that the departmen 
might have the backing of the legal depart- 
ment of the State, Attorney General Hamlin 
was asked to furnish the opinion on the sub- 
ject. In this opinion the Attorney General 
says: 
“T am 
this corporation, as stated in its articles of 
incorporation, include the business of batik- 
ing and loaning money, and that it is a bank- 
ing or loaning company, and does not come 
within the provisions of the act referred to, 
and that it is not the duty of the Secretary 
of State to issue to said corporation any cer- 
tifleate of authority to transact business in 
this, State.”

act undoubtedly as a deterrent upon any 
power which contemplates unfriendly ateps 
of a commercial nature. 

Germany's latest discriminative action 
does not become operative until October, and 
Secretary Wilson's long list will be particu- 
larly interesting to that country, and it may 
‘have considerable influence toward con- 
vincing the Kaiser’s government that the 
American goods which it is proposed to ex- 
ciude are not half as bad as they appeared to 
be before this persuasive list was prepared.

chemical action was made up from the prod- 
ucts of all nations regardless of whether 
they had excluded or proposed to exclude 
American goods for alleged reasons of im- 
purity or unwholesomeness. 
“The President has ample powef to re- 
taliate,"’ was the significant remark of the 
Secretary, *‘ but the entire question will be 
submitted to the press and the people of the 
country.

Inspection Rules. New York. Almost 
. ever since Mr. Shaw 
assumed the Treasury portfolio he has been 
engaged in a careful study of the baggage 
rules question, and he has been trying to 
devise some means of meeting the objections 
that have been made to the system of in- 
spection employed on the New York docks. 
One result of this study is that the Secretary 
believes the present system is a good one 
as far as the protection of the revenues is 
concerned. 

He has been impressed by two facts in con- 
nection with this subject: First, that the 
amount of dutiable merchandise landed at 
New York in passengers’ trunks is much 
larger than is commonly supposed, and, sec- 
ond, that the system of inspection inaugu- 
rated a year ago has increased the revenues 
from this source enormously.

IA VEGETABLES COME 
CAGO QUICKLY.. 


Establishes 
Daily Refrigerator Service from 
San Francisco and Los Angeles— 
Asparagus, Green Peas, and Arti- 
chokes Delivered on South Water 
Street After Four Days’ Run—Flori- 
da Tomatoes Far Behind Season. 


The express companies have established 
a daily refrigerator service from San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles to Chicago for the 
sole purpose 6f putting asparagus, green 
peas, and artichokes into this.market in a 
condition as perfect as possible. The first 
run left the coast on Monday #nd arrived in 
Chicago on Thursday, a four days’ run. 
Other early green California vegetables will 
have the same service as they come into sea- 
sen. 

Green peas are in especial demand at pres- 
ent. Illustrating this, one house had 165 
crates on Thursday ftom California by ex- 
press, which sold at $1.25 per case of four 
baskets. Supplies of Florida peas are not so 
ample, and bring $2 a bushel basket. 

The California long green asparagus is 
now large, plump,.and tender. It has been 
coming by ‘express, but the first full car- 
lots will be loaded on Monday at Hayward's 
City, just below San Francisco, for the Chi- 
cago market. The white variety is not so 
cesirable, the long green bringing $1 to $2 
a box more. All of these goods are pur- 
chased outright on the Pacitic coast, South 
Water street men taking their chances on 
profits. 

Young's Island, South Carolina, is a fa- 
mous asparagus point. .New York and Bos- 
ton get almost all produced there, Chicago 
getting what is left. Three years ago it 
sold in New York as high as $24 a dozen. 
This season $16 a dozen is the highest price 
reached in that market. Young's Island is 
two weeks late this year, which makes the 
California protiluct most desirable. 

Florida tomatoes are away behind the 
season. Carload lots did not begin to move 
freely’ until yesterday. Growers are mak- 
ing money this year, as tomatoes are selling 
at $2.25acrate. They can make a good profit 
and are usually satisfied with $1.25. The 
‘temato crop in California is almost a fail- 
vre, and none is being shipped here. 

California pieplant is the best this mar- 
ket gets. The first carload of the season 
Will arrive in Chicago today. One house on 
South Water. street has a monopoly of this, 
and has had for ten years. It practically 
introduced and built up the sale of the arti- 
cle in this market. A better demand than 
usual is anticipated, as the arrival is ten 
days later than usual, and the spring 
weather makes a craving for this tart sub- 
fruit. .

When it is opened 
to commerce, says Mr. Candler, “ there 
will be no storms to disturb, no ice to block, 
and the silvery moon will light.up the 
crystal waters of/this river by night, and 
the dazzling sun will lend its transcendent 
rays by day.” The river will be navigeble, 
when improved, every twenty-four hours 
the year round. ° 

Up to this time “ the Tombigbee moves as 
when the red man trod its banks and lies 
like the sleeping beauty of old awaiting 
the magic touch of river improvement, and 
consequent progress, to awaken it to new 
life.” In its murmurings from its “ bean- 
tiful sunlit Southern bosom it appeals” 
for an appropriation to enable it to float to 
the seas the commerce of the counties of 
Noxubee and Itawamba. There is a stave 
factory which will give its custom to the 
Tombigbee when navigable. A cement 
manufactory nearing completion will do 
likewise.

8 in the case of Warren Hastings, the 
death of Cecil Rhodes was necessary | 
in order to render his country alive 
to the greatness of his services to the 
British Empire, and it is passing 

strange that in none of the obituaries of the 
south African colossus attention has been 
drawn to the extraordinary analogy be-. 
tween the creator of British south Africa 
and the creator of British India. 

Warren Hastings was, like Cecil Rhodes, 
the son of an obscure country clergyman, 
and, whereas Rhodes was compelled to seek 
a career in south Africa on account of his 
health, it was a similar delicacy of consti- 
tution that: led Hastings to migrate as a 
frail youth to British India. Hastings ac- 
quired fame, fortune, high office, and the 
powers of a dictator in India precisely as 
Cecil Rhodes did in south Africa, and in the 
same way that Rhodes preserved, south | 
Africa to Great Britain, first from the danger | 
of being wiped out of existence by Zulu, 
-Matabele, and other native insurrections, 
and then from Boer domination, so did Hast- | 
ings save India, first from the French, and 
then from the native Princes, prominent 
among them being the great Hyder Ali, the 
Emperor of Mysore. 

In the case of Warren Hastings, as of 
Rhodes, his imperialism was ascribed to him 
as a crime. The home government became 
alarmed by this enormous power and pres- 
tige of a subject, which virtually overshad- 
owed its own authority, and which forced it 
to treat with him an a footing of equality, as 
from power to power. So the government 
lent itself to the intrigues of the foes wh 
every great man has, and summoned Haft- 
ings home from India, allowed charges to 
be brought against him in Parliament,. 
caused his impeachment, and his trial by the 
Legislature, resulting in his acquittal, brok- 
en in spirit, and overwhelmed with obloquy, 

he crown tardily recognizing his great sery- 
ces by conferring upon him a membership 
of the Privy Councll. 
/ In the same way, Rhodes was brought. 
home from south Africa to submit to a 
Parliamentary trial, which likewise ended in 
no case against him, but left him greater in 
the eyes of all thoughtful and impartial peo- 
ple than before, since he only showed that 
while he disdained to lie,. he could hold his 
tongue, even w'.en provoked to the utmost by 
the ingratitude of those who betrayed his 
trust, and who, relying upon his magna- 
nimity, sought to save themselves from re- 
proach at his expense. 


Werren Hastings’ trial broke his health 
and*hisgspirits. In the same way the health 
and the spirits of Cecil Rhodes were shat- 


which he was subjected, as well.as by the 
newspaper and oratorical abuse to which he, 
like Warren Hastings, subjected in con- 
nection with the Parlia tary proceedings 
against him. . 

At any rate Cecil Rhodes’ health failed 
from the time of the Pafliamentary inquiry. 
He narrowed down thé circle of his friends, 
secluded himself more. from society than 
ever before, and seemed thoroughly embit- 
_tered by the treatment to which he had been 
subjected by his countrymen. Once the 
idol of the masses, like Warren Hastings, 
Cecil Rhodes became, ip, the closing years of 
his life; thanks to the tampaign of calumny 
carried on against him, an rt at of the 
most bitter animosity on the part of a large 
section of his countrymen. Like Hastings, 
the only recognition that Rhodes ever re- 
ceived from the crown for his services as an 
empire builder was a Privy Councilorship, 
and, like Warren Hastings, it has not been 
until his death that people have become alive 
to the part which ‘he has played in building

** Discontinue the Sunday school. This in- 
stitution is doing our churches more harm 
than we have any idea. It is turning the 
‘young away from the church. The Sunday 
school] is at best an improvisation with inex- 
perienced lads and lassies—mere amateurs 
for teachers. Asa rule all free tefichers are 
poor teachers. If we have not the money 
to secure paid and-trained Sunday school 
teachers let us close the institution.

ACT AS PLAIN JOSPICRS 


MEN WHO PRESIDE IN POLICE 
COURT NOT “MAGISTRATES.” 


Careless Wording of the City’s Ordl- 
nance Held to Be Responsible for 
the Conflict with the State Law, but 
If Is Not Thought That Bridewell 
Prisoners Will Be Released on th 
Ground That They Were Illegall 
Sentenced—Underwoed Explains. 


The proposition of whether the “ police 
magistrates " in Chicago are holding offive 
illegaliy was given further discussion yes- 
‘terday by the justices and a number of 
members of the City Council. While it was 
dmitted that the argument against the 
istrates has considerable force, it was 
thought that the apparent conflict be- 
State laws and the city’s ordinances ' 
result in the release of the bridewell 
prisoners, as has been suggested: The whole 
trowbie, it seems, lies in the misuse of the 
term police magistrate’ in the city ordi- 
| hance, 

Justice George W. Underwood holds that 
there are no ** police magistrates’ in Chi- 
cago, although they eXtst everywhere else 
in illinoissincluding’ the parts of Cook 
County ottside of the city limits. - In Chi- 
cago they are justices of the peace. The 
exception. was made at the constitutional 
convention in TS7U, when provision was made 
tq correct certain alleged evils In the system 
in Chicago at that time. 

Furthermore Justice Underwood maintains 
that a justice of the peace is not obliged to 
hold court only in one place, and cites In 
support a Gecision of the Supreme Court of 
Vermont, where the principle was laid down 
that a justice court is an “‘ ambulatory "’ 
court, atid can be moved anywhere within the 
limits of the township. 

“The State law which has been cited in 
this contention has no application in Chica- 
go, although it prevails everywhere else in: 
- lliindis,”” said Justice Underwood. “ It ts 
provided that justices of the peace in our 
city limits shall be selected by the Judges of 
the County Courte, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and confirmed by the Senate. Every- 
where élse they are elected by direct vote of 
the people. Out of these justices the City 
Council lects a certain number to sit in 
the pajice courts, and they should be called 
justices’ and not ‘police magis- 
trates,’ which is the term the ordinances 
make use of. ‘Police magistrates’ are 
elected by the people. ’ 

“ All our warrants, summonses, and other 
papers are signed as justices of the peace 
and never as police magistrates. I do not, 
however, expect to see any one released 
from the brideweill for such reason. I am 
sure the higher courts would never approve 
such.a proposition. ; 

“The contention that a justice who holds 
courts for*private business cannot sit in po- 
lice court is not well taken. The question 
was brought up sixty days ago, when I was 
called in to sit in the place of Justice Prindi- 
ville while he was out:of the city, to hear 
evidence in the 103 policy cases. The at- 
torney for the defendants objected to me 
and sued for a writ of prohibition in the Cir- 
cuit Court, but as Justice’ Prindiville re- 
turned the case Was dropped. I am confi- 
dent the writ would not have issued.”’ < 


LPARTING OF THE WAY FOR 
____ ANTI-CIGARET LEAGUES. 


Miss Gaston and Coworkers Dissolve 
Partnership and Will Operate Along 
Separate Lines. 


Enemies of the cigaret have reached a part- 
ing of the ways. Differences over financial 
matters have caused a split and henceforth 
the Anti-Cigaret league and the National 
Anti-Cigaret league will operate on indepen- 
dent lines. Lucy Page Gaston will have 
charge of the former league, Préfessor 
Frank V. Irish of the latter. 

‘While we had a division over finances, we 
not really. fight,”’ ad Miss Gaston yes- 
terday. “ Both societigé are doing well. It 
was this way: I wasOverworked trying to 
run both leagues, for I had to conduct 
the campaigns, edit the paper called The 
Boy, and, in addition, raisethe money to pay 
my own salary and all the expenses of the 
league. I could not stand the strain. I 
appfaled for help and could not get it. 

“For seven months last year I was too 
ill to work and the finances got so‘in arrears 
that we had a difficult time catching up. 
The National society was an additional ex. 
pense, but it brought noincome. The paper 
was a heavy bufden and did not do as well as 
we had expected. In fact, evervthing seemed 
to go wrong. I began to cut salaries and’ 
reorganize the work and there the trouble | 
began. 

“It is like pulling teeth to get money for 
our fight, but many of the trustees dia not 
| seem to realizeit. Yhen came the decision to 
take part of the work off my shoulders. 
There were no resignations in anger, simply 
a reorganization of forces."’ ; 

Those who were supposed to be discontent- 
ed with the work of Miss Gaston spoke in 
praise of her yesterday and said the division 
of forces had little real significance. Colonet 
Jonathan Merriam denied that he was out of 
sympathy with Miss Gaston, but would not

Offer a Way to Bring 
About Peace:

AID OFFERED BY POPE LEO. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 


‘ROME, March 15.—Spain has passed 
through a biack tunnel, yet all the terror 
evoken by a corrupt government has not 
fallen upon that pitiable country. Carlism is 
waiting for better days; the Catalan move- 
ment. has refused to link its fate with the 
anarchy in which the northern strike ended. 

The causes of the insurrection are as mys- 
terious as the sources of the Nile, Some de. 
nounce England’s greedy hand and the 
power of her money; some attribute the 
rising to the intrigues of the Cabinet, whicti 
wishes to have the appearance of reéstab- 
lishing order and wishes to keep people in 
alarm; others, who prefer simple explana- 
tions, look on the strike as the natural con- - 
sequence of an economic movement. In 
Catalonia all currents flow into the Catalan 
movement. They are all “ Catalans” there 
—the adherents of El Rey," Conservatives, 
Liberals, Republicans, and Soéialists. 


Italy’s Similar Experience. 

Italy knows the great question of “ north ” 
anc “south,”’ the latter declaring that it is 
raised by the mathematically unitarian sys- 

, the former that it is sacrificed to the 
INfotence and corruption of the south. The 
celebrated sociologist, Sig. Nitti, sets up 
as the protector of the south against the 
system, just as the Lombards and Pied- 
montese profess in duty bound to be dry 
nurses of the Lazzarone. 

Spain, on her part, suffers from the Catalan 
movement; it is the chronic revolt of the 
north against Andalusia and Madrid. Saint 
Theresa, in her clear, masculine, simple let- 
ters, showed her contempt for the Anda- 
lusian. That contempt is the essence of Cat- 
aianism. The growth of the northern towns 
has increased the feeling for secession. The 
Catalan works and pays; the Ancalogian 
takes things easily and eats. 

Political and administrative misfortune 
add to the uneasiness. Honest, stern, up-+ 
right, eager for greatness, glory, and riches, 
with a keen sense of his own wofth and su- 
periority, the Catalan wishes to shake off the 
shroud of corruption which parliamentary 
rule throws over him. He wants to eave his 
language, his loyalty, his purse, his inde- 
pendence of spirit from the general corrupt 
inanity. There Hes the force of the Catalan 
movement. 


Blackmail Is Rampant. 
‘Blackmail and dishonesty, which-are pro- 
tected by the customs of the country, have 
reached such a ‘point that even Sefior Cano- 
vas let himself carried along by the Irre- 
sistible torrent. The national life suffers 
from the dualism of the real country and 
the legal country. The real country is the 
deep masses, almost everywhere wrapped 
up in sterile oontemplation of the past— 
minds completely turned in upon themselves, 
imaginations filled exclustvely wtth the glo- 
ries of former days. 

Spain is a historic people; it lives ‘‘ some- 
where elise ’’ in recoilection and fancy, as do 
Italy and Greece. While, however, in Italy 
and in Greece the mirage stopa at the imagi- 
nation, in Spain it has spread over every- 
‘thing. The struggle with the\ Moors, the 
wars of independence, have left indelible 
marks in its soul. These minds are bastions 
raised against the foreigner and the modern 
world. Who can tell how this race will leave 
its voluntary tomb, lighted by far-away 
suns? What :nagician will dare repeat to 
this sumptuous fakir, ‘‘ Lead me upward "’? 

The Spaniards despise the potfticians, but 
they let them do as they please. “Upon this 
singular devotion to tradition the parlia- 
mentary system has set its nobsy and de- 
vouring mouth. They are the two millstones 
that between them crush painfully that 
golden grain, the Iberian nation. 


Some Remedies Proposed. 


Thus the Catalah movement, whether Car- 
list, Conservative, Cathofic, Liberal, or 
Workingman’s, sets its hard hand against 
the double tyranny of laxity and corruption. 
If it is free the north feels sure of the future. 
That spirit blows from every quarter 
through Catalonia . Some propose admiris- 
trative and commercial autonomy. Others 
advocate the federation of the provinces. 
Others still demand that the links with Spain 
be broken. .- 

The federal system seems to be the least 
impracticable of these, It would be the nat- 
ural solution, as it would bein Italy, where 
a@ division tnto Metrict communities would 
have the additional advantage of putting an 
end to the diseension bétween Rome and 
Italy.

CATTLEMEN ATTACK HERDERS

Over Division of Pasture Results in 
Two Deaths and Several Injuries. 


Rock Springs, Wyo\, March 30.—In a battle 
yesterday on the range of the Upper Green 
River country between cattlemen ahd sheep- 
men four men were shot, two perhaps fa- 
tally, s@veral others were severely beaten, 
and 1,100 sheep were clubbed or shot to death. 

Abe and Rowen Hill, brothers, sheepmen, 
were dangérously wounded, and when a cou- 
rier who brought the news left the scene 
they were in a critical condition. The Hills 
shot, but did not kill, two cattlemen, whose 
names have not been learned, and sevaral 
sheep herders were beaten by the cattleman. 

The cause of the trouble is a dispute be- 
tween the cattle and sheep men over a di- 
vision of the range. The cattlemen have 
been fighting for years to-keep sheep out 
of the New Fork section of Uintah County. 
No sooner would they get rid of one band 
of sheep than another would appear. At 
last dead lines were drawn about &@ certain 
district, whioh they held exclusively for cat- 
tle, and the sheepmen were warned to keep 
away or take the consequences,
